Not long ago wo adverted to the ex- 
tremely unsatisfactory charaoter of ex- 
isting steam communication between 
tbia Province and San Francisco, 
pointing out the great disparity be- 
tween tb« amount of subsidy money 
paid for it and the advantage accruing 
to the Province from it; and we en- 
deavored to show that the true inter- 
ests of the country could alone bo pro- 
tected and promoted by having tho 
service performed by British steaniors, 
run in British, instsad of foreign, in- 
teresta. Following up the subjeot,-we 
desire to awaken a spirit of enterprise 
in this commercial community with a 
view to having the service in question 
performed by a steamer or steflmors 
owned by our own people. In other 
-words, we desire to promote such 
tLouglitful calculation as may induce 
the commercial and monied mou of 
British Columbia to see it to bo their 
interest a.=< well as their duty to step 
forward and undertake the enterprise. 
It is all very well to preach to Canada 
the duty of placing British steamers in 
our waters. But Providence only 
helps those who help themselves; and 
Canada is very much inclined to act 
upon a similar principle. How very 
much stronger would be Columbia's 
case if abo could go to Canada and 
show that she is prepared to provido 
the steamer* if the Federal Govern- 
ment will provide a good liberal sub- 
sidy. And it is organized effort that 
is wanted and that will best ensure 
success. The more there are in the 
movement the better, because it will 
afford the stronger evidence 
to the Dominion Government that the 
people are earnestly enlisted and tho 
bast guarantee of success. Let a joint 
stock company be formed. Let every 
merchant, eyery monied man, every 
man who can. afford it, take shares, 
thus making the greatest possible 
number give proof of earnest self 
help and guarantee of continued ef- 
forts to ensure success. It is scarcely 
possible to conceive that a well devised 
and fairly laanehed spheme of the 
kind would not meet with a ready and 
very general response in this communi- 
ty. Regarded simply as a profitable in- 
vestment, it shoilld commend itself to 
every intelligent mind; but indirect 
or consequential advantages, it would 
more or less benefit every member of 
the commuaity. The service would be 
performed in the interest of the coun- 
try. The large subsidy paid by the 
Federal G-overnment would come into 
the pockets of our own people, instead 
of being paid to foreigners. The large 
junounts paid in freight and passage 
xnocey would all be kept amon;gst our- 
selves, instead of going out of the 
country. In this way alone probably 
two hundred thousand dollars a year 
would be brought here, which is now 
going away. But these arguments 
would acquire cuiualativeoogency from 
the great expansion of trade now on 
the eve of development. The moment 
railway coustructiou begins that mo- 
nieut will the frei^^dit und passenger 
list double. la it not worth ;ui olYort 
to secure that trade to Columbia? 
"With such a substantial and permanent 
•ubsidy as ws feel confident Canada 
could bo induced to grant in responso 
to an application such as is suggested, 
the line of .yteamors thus created 
would possess an imiuonse advantage 
over, and would have no reason to 
fear, any rival. If the scheme is to be 
undertaken at till, now is the time for 
action. In n few months tho existing 
contrnot for the mail sorvico will ex- 
pire, and tliore ih really no time to lie 
lost in Cii.stiny about to see liow ni;Ut(.'r.s 
can be IxittoreJ. Imlecl it is nt its iii>xt 
Bession tliatl'arliatiioiit ouylit to void tlie 
fresh subsidy. /Vctiou .'<lioulil, thei-'-fore, 
be tftkon nt onco. Could not tlio Chamber 
of Gommeroe take tho initiative? We 
foel confidonb that some snoh ;!o1ioino as 
has boon hastily indicated would meet 
witlj ft ]ieni-t_v response liud that tlie 
•hares would Urt readily taken u]), if the 
thing were promptly and proxjorly gone 
about.

It is not very ,, easy 
to Account for the existing condition 
of things in this respect. With grain 
ns cheap, or nearly so, as it is tlierc, 
nnd with much more favorable eoudi- 
tioMH for fooding, why is it that we get 
bacon lUid hams from C'hieti^o? With 
greatly sujjerior facilities, how is it 
that wo send all the way to Ontario 
for a groal jmrt of tho butter and 

l^heeso wo conaiiuic? Not only, it 
' whonlJ bo observed, do wo scml tlie 
|)uro)ja«o inoaoy away out of tho Pro- 



vince, but $200 per ton is paid away 
to foreign carriers, warehousors, for- 
warders, &c. There must be some- 
thing radically wrong here, arid ho 
wh^ can devise a remedy will deseiwe 
well of his country. -Mr. Burister still 
insists' that a modified tariff, or,atany- 
rato, protection in some form, is the 
truo remedy; and if some others had 
been lialf as faithful to their profess- 
ion.s or displayed one titho of tho por- 
sevorance and tact in ondoavoring to 
give them effect, it would doubtless 
have been fiut to the tost long since. 
The question is one of very groat im- 
portance. Such an impoverishing 
process cannot possibly continue with- 
out ill effect, and it should be tho ear- 
neijt study of every legislator to find 
out a remedy and apply it. It is no 
answer to say that the era of railway 
construction, presumably close at 
hand, will act as a panacea. It is 
quite true that the eonsequent stir and 
bustle will have the effect of causing 
people to overlook to a certain extent 
tho existence of the evil; but tho fatal 
drain will go on all the same, and will 
be fed and augmented by tlie very con- 
dition which conceals it. The immi- 
nence of Railway construction, instead 
of being an exou«e for abstention, 
ought, therefore, to constitute a spur 
to action.

NEW ZEALAND. 

From the Southern Cross wo give the 
following: 

Snooessfu^ arrongemont has boon com- 
pleted for the-teinporary re-establishniont 
of the New Zealand, Australia, and Cali- 
forniau mail servico. This is tho only 
practical thing that could bo done under 
the eircumstatices. Tlicro wore no boats 
available for having a through boat alter- 
nately to New Zealand and S3'dnoy during 
tho continuance of tho interim service, 
and thorefore tho Sydney boat will call 
at Auckland to receive and land New 
Zealand passengers. and mails each ■ way. 

The expected arrival of a new Governor 
and tho approaching departure of Her 
Majesty's present reproseiitativo in Now 
Zealpnd, are events in immediate antici- 
pation of a inoderate degree of interest to 
Auckland citizens. 

Commeroial afifairs, upon the whole, 
continuo to present a favorable aspect in 
Anckland. 

Two immigrant ships have arrived' iu 
Auckland within tho past month, adding 
nearly 800 souls to the population from 
this source alone. 

Tlio timber trade of this province has 
greatly extended of late years, and has 
now leached to very large proportions in- 
deed.

interest. 

Now Soutli Wales, as in tho case of 
Victoria and Now Zealand, has furnished 
a set of very valuable vital statistics, 
many of them compiled up to »r late a 
dato ns the dtb inst. The population of 
New South Wales is 560,275, the propor- 
tion of males to females being 548 of the 
former to -152 of tho latter. 

It appears that between the 1 at of April 
and tlio 13th of October, in the present 
year, in Victoria. 175 larrikias, of the 
avorago age of 19, were convicted of var- 
ious offences, 85 of whom had been pre- 
viouBly convicted, 16 of them six times 
over, and in four oases the police were 
severely assaulted.
